BYLAW. 



WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT 
that regulations should be inado as 
to the storage and carriage of Petro- 
leum, Coal C)il, Maptha and other com- 
bustible matter within the City Limits. 

Hk it kn actko by tho JIayor and Coun- 
cil of tho Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria as follows: — • 

1. No person shall keep in any wooden 
shed or building on storage or for sale 
any Petroleum, Coal Oil, Naptha, -Burn- 
ing Fluid or other combustible matter in 
ipiantities greater than 50 gallons, if con- 
tained in wooden casks, or 100 gallons if 
stored in metal cases, without a License 
from the Corimration. 

2. Xo person without such Licenao 
shall kei^p in any brick or stone building 
any of the aforesaid articles in quantities 
grcgtoiri Uiau 2f|0..gal]onB if,.c6ntainpd in 
woodj or 1 ,000 gallons|if stored in metal 
cases. 

3. Every License shall specify tho 
building, street or locality, and tho quan- 
tity in gallons of the combustible arti- 
cles boforo mentioned which may be stor- 
ed therein. 

4. The premises in or upon which any 
of tho combustible articles aforosaid shall 
bo stored shall be open at all times to tho 
inspection of the Corporation or its 
Officers. 

.^. The Corporation may, before any 
License shall be granted as aforosaid, re- 
quire such [irecautions to bo taken against 
fire as they may boem necessary. 

C. Xo person shall renin vo on any dray, 
cart, waggon or other vehicle any com- 
bustible matter in ([uautities greater than 
1350 gallons at any one lime. 

7. Any person or iiorannB refusing or 
neglecting to comply with any of tho pro- 
vision or.requircmonts of this Bylaw, or 
\;uiHy of any -infraction thereof, «hall 
iipon conviction thereof bo subject to a 
fine of not less than ?5 or more than §50. 

8. EvoJy penalty imposed by this By- 
law may, togesher with tho costs of con- 
viction, bo recovered in a summary man- 
nor boforo the Pdiico ftlagistratc, or any 
Justice of the Peace having jurisdiction 
within tho limits of tho City of Victoria, 
and may bo levied by distress and sale of 
the goods and cliattela of tho offender; 
and in default of payment of such penalty 
and costs, thou by irapriaonmont of such 
ofTondor for any term not exceeding one 
'cHldri'dar inonth in one of Her Majesty's 
gaols. 

This Bylaw may be cited as tho " Pet- 
roioam Bylaw, 1892." ■ .

THU EaYPTIXN WAR. 

Now that tliK Kgyiitiaii war ia iiboiit 
over and tliu i;xi.iii:imiiit coucurnini; it 
has subsided, it in:iy bo intLn'ostiii^; to 
look at 801110 of iho iiilluuncc.i which 
brouj^ht it -about at such an earlj- Htai;o. 
''Setthig^ide'thVque'stion of thu bond- 
holders and tho Suuz canal, which wuuUl 
111 all probability have roniloied it noces- 
aary ovontually, thuro were other causes 
at work which tended to inspire tlie 
prompt alacrity of tho Gladstone goveru- 
niont. Onu of these was tho fear of the 
•Manchester uion that tho supply of Egyp- 
tiaii'iotltoiil might be cut oflF-^not J that i t 
i^l tne ^quantity of Egyptian "cotton sup- 
p|je£that is of so miich consequence, but 
rather that it pos,it.'asc3 qualities whicil 
rohdor it almost indispeiisabio for the 
manufacture of cortain textile fabrics. 
Tho Maiu.huslor moil wero thoroforo in 
iejii: that a certain portion of their trade 
rvn>|l^i^b'o injdred; that the rebellious 
li^jyptians were touching} their pockets, 
and naturally wont for them by bringing 
a shiirp pressure to bear on the govern- 
nicnl, forgetting for tho moniont thoir 
professions of "peace at any price" and 
tho "univur.sal brotiierhuud of nations," 
usually put forward whon their own busi- 
ness was not in danger, however other 
interests or the national credit might 
aull'er for want of armed iiitervont icu. 
Had this pressure not been brought to 
bgar.by their powerful supporters, there 
IB jiip doubt that the liberal govornmcnt 
in pbflf'er would have staved off the war 
as long as possible, or at least until the 
coiuplicationa had become critical, die 
conduct of the war more difficult and its 
eitent and results hard to prophesy. A 
great deal hits been said about llie coat 
iif-^ar, but little of tho cost of tryiiii; to 
avej'd iCv>vheu it ia necossary, as tlio «ar 
us'ually coiiies all tho same, only aggia- 
v;ited hy lost opportunities and prestige. 

hen Mr. llright left the Gladstone cab- 
inet on account of the Egyptian war, his 
viituous consistency was undeniable; but 
as" a matter of fact it is possible 
that tho British taxpayer might bring a 
considerable bill against this same Mr. 
Bright and his peace party. They were 
in the first place largely answerable for 
I ho Crimean war, before whicli Mr. 
Bright visited tho Czar Nicholas in per- 
son, and uo doubt uiado such representa- 
tions concerning public opinion in England 
as to warrant the declaration afterwards 
made by the Czar, that had ho thouglit 
England would go to war on tho Turkish 
(luestion, he would have let it alone. A 
number of other small potentates and 
powers liavo since Leon deceived in a 
Hiiiiilar manner, and among them Cete- 
wayo and tho Boers, and probabl}' Arabi 
Pasha. All these people soeiii to have 
gone in for their own little ideas under 
tho conviction that England would much 
rather keep shop than waste powder on 
them, and in some cases the powder lit- 
•trally was wasted. The Boers used us 
badly and got tlieir own way to some u.x- 
tent besides. Cetewa3'o also gave u.-i some 
hard knocks and then came to .board with 
us at the oxpenne of several thousand 
pounds per annum, exclusive of an ex- 
cursion trip to England with a return 
ticket, reinstating him in his old do- 
minion.s. And now there is Arabi Pasha, 
the last and least prepo.saessing of those 
oU'enders, but still with the same plea for 
his patriotism and iniquities — tiiat lio did ■ 
not think England svinild interfere in be- i 
half of tho kliedivo. Tlio prticise sort of 
man . Arabi is, and the extent of hi.s re- 
sponsibility will be better known after 
his court martial, but the question arises 
whuthiT "jieace at any price" is a cheap 
sentiment fur a nation to advorliao, and 
whether "fair play at any price" and a 
well understood determination to enforco 
it, would not be an iniproveniont, and save 
Mr. Bright and his party much trouble 
and tho heavily burdened Untish tn.x- 
payer a deal of money.

Wherever it is possible to infer tlio ex- 
istence of such obligations, tho oflicial 
authorities will'doubtless be ingenious. in 
spoiling theni out, and nu'aaurcs will be 
taken to prevent emigration in nil such 
cases.

• I'ho do;itli of Earl (irey roriiovea ono of 
the best known of English statosmeii. As 
Lord Howick, ho wna preaout at Hor Ma- 
jesty's coronation. Ho succeeded his 
fathtir aa third Earl (jvbv in 1845, .-ind 
tho following yoar, when Lord .7ohn Ru.s- 
fiol formed a whig ministry, ho .icccptod 
tho poRt of .sooretafy of Htato for the 
colonies, iui ollico fur which his funnor 
oxperieiice as iiiider sfciutary liad fully 
qtialified hiin. Earl (Jrey was Btrongly 
oppoEed to tho w.ir witli Russia during 
Lord Aberdeen's adniiiiistratioii. He waa 
deemed an able statoijiiian, tli(jiii,'h lio had 
not tho opportunities and possibly not tho 
abilities for making such a sensation in pol- 
itics as his father. Ho was intensely inter- 
ested in colonial affairs, and published a 
valuable work oii tho colonial policy of 
Lord Rusaell's administration. 

One of the first aet.i uf tho English at 
Cairo was tu .send a .strong body of Cold- 
stream Ctuards to the placo in which Mid- 
BhipniAii Docliair was confinod, and sco to 
his, being at ouco set free. Tho lad, who

Robinson eoiu[)laiued about losing his 
purse. The witness Kftorwards saw tho 
prisoner on the other aide of the street 
and called him into tho saloon; but he de- 
nied having the purse. 

Mr. Weston urgeil there was no ovi- 
lieiice to convict tho prisoner, as only ono 
witness said he saw him tako tho purse, 
which had not boon produced. He had, 
moreover, lately boon paid SKX) at Y'ale. 

II is honor said that in this casu there 
was abundant evidence that tho prisoner 
had taken tho piir.-ie, and ho wi.'ihed those 
who came from 'i ale and .San Francisco 
to iindersttirul that if thoy transgressed

Telegrapa Sor7ioo. 

Tho .Seattle Pojit-iiUcUigoiccr, iifte." pro- 
ducing our tirst article on the inelliciency 
of tho telegraph service in this province, 
very sensibly comnioiits as follows: 

As tho jiross of Victoria consider it iii- 
cumbont to bo upon opposite sides of 
every question, tho A'/«/if/;in/ at once took 
oxception tn 7'/it! ('(■ioni.-'l'.i article, which 
to the ordinary individual would seem 
not only unobjectionable but eiiiiuently 
l)ropor. The iSlitmhiiil argued against any 
further increase of p.Tvice to tb.: •JoiUb, 
and urged instead the builiiiiig ,/f a line 
wholly through Canadian territory, giving 
them direct comniunicalion with tho Kast 
and so with Europe. This sounds very 
well, but invostigation will .show that it is 
a hollow pretence and has nothing to re- 
coiiimoiul il. In the lirst placo tho Cana- 
dian I'acitic Railroad is buildini;; across 
tho continent, and probably iviU be for 
several years to come. Until it is linisliod 
and in operation no telegraph lino will be 
constructed along its route, or near it. 
The company has until 1800 tn finish the 
road, and at tho nearest will hardly lie 
through with its gigiintic undi'rtakin'.j in 
lens than three or four years. Meanwhile 
by heeding tho suggestions of tho ^jtand- 
ani, the province will be cursed and dis- 
graced with the wrotchcd, inoSicient 
aer\'ico of the present. When tliat road 
is done and that lino is built, there will 
ho no newspaper in Victoria rich cnoiiL'h 
to avail itself of press diapalehes over 
that routo. It will bo entirely too loii>; 
and costly. No ono paper oinsideof San 
F'mncisco cm all'ord to-day to pay for the 
transmission of the news across the con- 
tinent, and no paper will bo able to, 
either in Oregon, Wiishiiigton or British 
Columbia, until it is [)riiitoil in a town of 
at least 100,000 inhabitants. 'I'hat Port- 
laud, Seattle or Victoria will not have 
that number inside of ten years there is 
no room to doubt. By the present sys- 
tein thu news is helped over tho continent 
by such large cities (after leaving Chicago 
and St. Louis) as Kansas City, (.)iiialia, 
Denver, .Salt Lake, Virginia, .Sacramento 
ami San Francisco, and up thu coast by 
Portland and .Seattle. Wore it not for 
this help of one placo to another— bring- 
iiii;; tho news all the way to Portland free 
of cost to UH — Poaf-Inielliijencer readers 
would be ciiinpolled to do without their 
daily instalment of late news, only ;> few 
hours at tho furthest from Now York, Ot- 
tawa, Loudon, I'aris, Constantinople, 
Calcutta and otlier parts of tho globe from 
3,000 to 20,000 miles diat.ant. Woro it 
not for this same help tho Oreganian 
would Iiave no news, and the whole .and 
solo roliauco of the Pacific slo[)e would lie 
upon the press of .San Francisco. .\nil as 
it is now it will uiu|uestionably remain 
for ft decado at least. And what wo have 
said of newA dispatches is almost as true 
of private m.atter. .\ line of 2,000 or moro 
miles in length cannot be maintained and 
ojioratod for a trifle, and when built will 
be made to pay every dollar i)ossiblo. It 
will undoubtedly bo a goocV thing, and an 
accomniodation to our neighbors, but thoy 
may as well dismiss the idea of its being 
of unmixod delight. Again, if your noigh- 
bora north nf the line can have three lines 
of lelegra])!! leading out of tlioir province 
so much the better. Three lines, under 
three dill'erent controls, will give them a 
very healthful compotitiou, and once pus- 
aessed of them they will never regret it. 
That thoy havo not long ago coniiocted 
by cable with tho line of the Pugot Sound 
Company — from this city to Port Town- 
send, and now to Port .Vngelos— is aston- 
isliing and incomprohonsihle, and is not 
at all creditable to the onterprise of the 
subject.^ of her majesty. And particularly 
is this true when wo reflect that they will 
not only not use the privilege of this eon- 
noction. but they will not alli)W tho Pui^et 
.Sound Ccuiipaiiy to lay such a c;d)le and 
avail itself of tho rich traflic thus to be 
obttiined. This is u good deal like the 
dog in the manger. Wo arc safo in as- 
serting that there is not another town in 
either Canada or tho United St.ttos, of 
tho population, tradti and rolativo im 
portanco of Victoria that has such a 
costly, broken down, unsatiafactoi'y tolo- 
graph .service. .And this, too, it may ho 
saiil, when tho romody is so easy, so rlioap 
nnd so near at hand. 

Zmprovomonts, 

In almosi uvory part of tho city im- 
provements are going on. There are new 
buildings in course of construction, and 
extensive repairs and enlargeiuents arc 
being made. It is to bo regretted that 
oitreme scarcity of labor prevents much 
new work from being undertaken and 
causes tho postponement of not a little 
repairing. 

On Wharf street .Mr. Jonson'.s Large ad- 
dition to tho (.iccideiital Hoiol is fast ap- 
pro.aching completion. The asbestos roof 
(tho first "in this city) is finished and is 
certain to answer tho purposo admirably. 
It will 1)0 tho forarunnor of many similar 
roofs, as its durability, liglitnossand sm ill 
cost, much less than tin, must commend 
it to builders and make its use horu 
as general as in the eastern cities. 

The walls of Mr. Finlayson's brick and 
stone stores, on tho same stroot, are 
rising d;ty by day, and now that blasting 
is completed it will not be long before 
they will bo ready for the roof. 

Mr. A. Oilmore is enlarging his prom- 
ises on .lohnson street by the erection of 
a brick addition for the accommodation of 
his rapidly increasing business. 

Senator Macdoiiahl has a two-story 
brick in course of erection on tho corner 
of Douglas and Courton.ay strueta for tho 
use of the Indian department in this 
province, which is a now departure in 
that part of tho city. His old residence, 
now known as the Douglns House, is 
being enlarged to double its former nizo 
by the addition of another story over 
every portion of il, and when tinished 
will accommodate a largo number of 
guests. 

Un Herald street and north, besides 
the three-story brick and .stone warehouse 
orootcd by a Chinese firm and now nearly 
completed, there aro several new rosi- 
dences going up, besides repairs and on- 
largements that aro being dono to others. 

i'ho Hall saloon preniise.s, on Fort 
street, liavo also been considerably en- 
larged. On that side of the town like- 
wise many improvements aro observablo.

A LAST'S OFIUlf PABLOB. 

j A Bouse Over "Wlioso Threshold Only 
I 'Wealthy ^omen Can Stop. 

I (I'hiladeipl.i.i ■riiiu--! ) 

j Mrs. Kate Chisom is the proprietress 
I of tho only opium parlor in this city. 
I Sho resides in a .small, unjiretending 
I brick house on Mount veriion .street, u 
. few doors from Teiiih. A silver jilate on 
] the door boars her name, but there is no 
1 other indication Uiat tho house is iii- 
] habited. The green blinds aro always 
! kept closed, and the door is only opened 
' fur tho patrons of the place, who silently 
j come and go. Mrs. Chisom is a pale, re- 
] fined-lookiiig woman of about 35 years, 
I and her appearance does not indicate a 
! victim of the opium habit. As far as 
j could be seen in a hasty inspection of the 
ihreo rooms on tho first floor, the interior 
! of tho house i.s furnished with a luxury 
: rarely attempted in a house of the kind. 
, Thu walls are rich in gilding anil decora- 
i tion; on tho floors nro heavy Turkish and 
i Persian rugs, and siatucttos, pictures and 
j bric-a-brac are scattered about in every 
I direction. "The rooms used for smoking 
j are up stairs," said -Mrs. Chisom, "and, 
I of course, I oannot let you see them; but 
you can judgo by tlieso that no expense 
has been spared in fitting up the house. 
I caine to the lionso last February, and I 
am (piile aati-slled that I shall do very 
woll here. My cuatuincra are constantly 
increasing, and amon|{ them are some of 
the wealthiest ladies in the city." On be- 
ing questioned aboid. hor antecedents, 
.Mrs. Chisom told a mory uf an adventur- 
ous career. 

"Seventeen years ago," she said, "I 
married a wealthy .Southern cotton- 
planter. Ho was tlie owner of a lartre 
plantation near New Orleans, and for 
two years I lived thoro happily. How 
did I begin to use opium / Well, it is tho 
old story. I was ill ami a friend advised 
me to try it. I did, and ever since that 
day I have been unalile to do without it. 
My life became a burden. I neglected 
everything and could tako interest in 
nothing eonnoctcd with my home. I made 
several ellorts to give up the habit, but I 
found it impossible, and after every at- 
tempt I began taking it in greater quan- 
tities than ever before. My husband 
died two years after my marriage, and 
after his death 1 turned everything t had 
into money and went to live in Now Y'ork. 
There I put myself under tho care of a 
physician who advertised to cure the 
opium habit. Ue gave -me coll'ep baths 
nnd brandy in large doses, but I nsod to 
eludo him and get tho drug and tako it 
secretly. 

"It was in New. York that I first 
learned to smoko opium. I was taken by 
a friend to an opium parlor on Eighteenth 
street kept by a French woman named 
Mmo. Fanlan. Mansfield, Montaland 
and other notorious women were regular 
patrons of hor placo. No mon woro ad- 
mitted, nnd the rooms wore fittod up with 
oriental luxury. I often remained there 
a week at a time without seeing the out- 
side world. \\'(imeii prominent in society 
came thoro alsu, but as a rule they did 
not smoke much, the novidty of tho thing 
alone seeming to attract thorn. It soon 
became too expensive for mo to oonttiiuo 
to go thoro, for hor charges were onor- 
muu8.~ About this time the idea of having 
a place of my own suggested itself to me. 
I Iiad a number of friends and money 
enough loft to furnish a few rooms. So I 
opetiod an opium parlor on East Sixteenth 
strnnt-, My place soon boramo popular. 
Many of Mmo. Fanlan's customers carne 
to me, and my success was assured. I 
would bo there to-day had it not been for 
the treachery of ono whom I befriended. 
Among tho frequontors of tho French 
woman's placo was a young actress, then 
playing a leading part in one of the New 
York theatres. She was very beautiful 
and quito the ragu among tho gilded 
youth who affoct thinys theatrical. She 
camo originally, I think, from England, 
and of all the opium-takers 1 have 
over soon sho was tho worst. Sho was 
completely infatuated with it, and w hen- 
over she could escape from her duties at 
tho theatre sho would come to Mmo. 
Fatilan's and smoke. A short time after 
I had opened my place she came to me 
broken in health and in abject poverty. 
I pitied hor, and took hor in aird gave 
her a home, but sho proved an ingrate, 
and I loou regretted my kindness to her. 
In order to obtain money sho informed 
the husbands of some of my best patrons 
that their wives came to my bouBo to 
smoke opium. Of course, this greatly 
injured my business in New York, but it 
taught roe a lesson that I have not forgot- 
ten." 

Mrs. Chisom claims that many of the 

frequenters of her place on Mount Ver- 
uon street move in good society and re- 
side iu tho fashionable quarters of the 
citv, and she seems to consider herself a 
publlo benefoctrets in offering a 
<^uiet rittieat^r^to woimen,' .. vtctinuf of 



iliu opium habit, whoro they can in- 
dulge m aafiity and Comfort. "Those who 
aro ill any way known aro stared at a 
little by tho others when they first come," 
she naively remarked, "but' they do not 
seem to mind this, and aro very sociable 
with each other. They would use opium 
anyway, and they iiiight as well come to 
mo as tako it in thoir own homes. During 
the winter parties of throe or four will 
often come together. Actrosaes gener- 
ally come in thii'way, remain two or 
three hour3\ and : then leave , together. " 
Mr!. Chisom refused to tell how much 
;he charged th»!so aristocratic opium 
smokers, but from her indirect allusionR 
to coifee .served ev.pry hour and carriages 
constantly on hand her charges must bo 
considerable. Sho rigorously o.x'clude* 
tho starner SOX, saying that men do, not 
interest the wome n who indulge in opitl'nL 

■White va. OhlnoBO Labor. 

There are those who havo stoutly con- 
tended, and still contend, that certain iu- 
du.strios cannot be succossfully carried on 
in this country, indeed on this coaat, 
without Cl•ine.■^e labor. \N e shall confine 
the present remarks to two— uigar-makiiig 
and fish-canning. It Lis been broadly 
hold that tho cheaper labor and mo're 
nimble fingers of tho Mongol nro easr>n- 
tial to ihe manufacture of cigars on tho 
Pacific coast — that is, .so as to compete 
successfully w iili other countries, Acting 
under that conviction those embarking iu 
cigar making in .San Francisco employed 
Cliinese labor almost exclusively. But, 
as has boon tho case in boot and shoe 
making, in tailoring and other branches 
of industry in San Fnincisco, ",Inhn" has 
to a great extent advanced from the posi- 
tion of omployei) to that of boss manu- 
facturer, ami It is an undeniable fact that 
lliegre.-it Inilk of the cigars manufactured 
ill .San Francisco to-day are not only 
mannipulaled liy Mongolian fingers, but 
j aro thu product of Chinosc ost.-tblish- 
! liUMits. Two Ol three years ago Mr. 
I .lohn Kurtz embarked in the niaiiufaoturv) 
I of eiga;s ;it Victoria, and he couragoousjy 
in.scribed "No Chiiieso Labor" on hu 
trade-mark. Frionils doubted. Wise ones 
prodieted failure.^ "You cannot,"* siid 
thoy, "compete with Chinese labor inSau 
Francisco; much loss can you hope to com- 
pote with Cliine.se labor in Victoria." But 
Mr. Kurtz was nut to be discouraged in 
this way. Ue had faith in white, free 
labor, and ho pressed onward, adhering 
faithfully to his vow that no slave or 
Mongolian labor should be applied to the 
production of his cigars. And what has 
iieeu tlio result ? The favorite cigar in 
British Columbia to-day is the Kurtz 
cif^ar. It is found in every respectable 
establishment where cigars aro kept and 
Connoisseurs ask for it. There are to bo 
found plenty <if cigars nianufncturod Ijy 
Cliineso in San Francisco and in Victoria, 
and some of them have very fine namea, 
too ; but no connoipseur who has smoked 
tho Kurtz cigar would tolerate them. Not 
only has Mr. Kurtz's adventure been en- 
tirely sttccessfnl in so far as producing a 
first-rate article is concerned but he Has 
been successful in'securing tho best trade 
of the country and, what it; of vital im- 
portance, iu demonstrating that tho thing 
can bo done with white labor at a satis- 
factory profit. In fact lie has practically 
pushed Chinese cigarmaking to tho wall. 
On patriotic grounds ho would have a 
righl to appeal to tlio country. But hn 
has no need to do that. Tho superior 
quality of his cigars appeals irresistibly io 
tho biste of the smoker. Ohl for a Kurtz 
in the canning business! Wo are per- 
suaded that precisely the same results 
would follow, in so far as doinonatrating 
tho fact that wbito labor is preferable, to 
tho Chinoso labor is concerned. — Briiuh 
Columbian.
